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THE NEW TARIFF LAW. 


Some of those whose interests have 
been unfavorably affected by the pro- 
visions of the new tariff law, finding 
all other means to evade the payment of 
increased duties useless, have sought to 
prove that the law is unconstitutional, 
claiming it had been illegally passed, 
this claim being based on the ruling 
of Speaker Reed in counting a quorum, 
whereas the contestants contend there 
was no quorum present in the House 
of Representatives at the time the vote 
was taken, that a quorum of the House 
did not vote on the bill. Theinquiry, 
says the decision of the appraisers, re- 
duces itself to the question, can the 
House authorize its journals to show a 
quorum present when many of those 
included remain silent and refuse to 
record their votes? The right to do 
this is asserted on basis of the three 
powers expressly enumerated in Sec- 
tion 5, of the Constitution, viz: (1.) 
The power of the House to keep a 
journal of its own proceedings, which 
carries with it the power to make the 
journal speak the truth ; (2) the power 
to compel the attendance of absent 
members, which also implies the au- 
thority to utilize their attendance after 
their corporal presence is enforced ; (3) 
the power of the House to make its 
own rules of parliamentary proceed- 
ings, which would seem to embrace the 
authority to adopt any mode of ascer- 
taining the presence of a quorum, 
not expressly or impliedly prohibited 
by the Constitution. The established 
rule of construction, says the decision, 
is that constitutions, like statutes, 
must be construed in the light of the 
principles of the common law. The 
decision of the appraisers reviews the 
powers of the House at length,and says: 
‘The theory of the law is that members 
cannot, by refusing to vote at all, ac- 
complish more toward defeating a bill 
than they could by voting against it. 
The presence of a qualified member of 
the House while the legislative busi- 
nessis progressing must, for this rea- 
son, be coustrued as a participation in 
such business. The compulsory atten- 
dance of recusant members would be a 
nugatory power in the absence of the 
power to recognize their presence 
after they had been brought into the 
House.” On these considerations the 
appraisers decide that the objections 
to the validity of the law are not well 
taken, and that the assessments of 
duties under its provisions are pro- 
perly made. This may be accepted as 
finally disposing of the question. Al- 
though the decision is not made by the 
Supreme Court, it is regarded as sound 
in law, and from the citations made it 
may be inferred that the court of high- 
est jurisdiction would render a like de- 
cision.

STANDARDIZED OPIUM ADMITTED 
FREE. 

While the McKinley bill was being 
discu: sed by the Conference Commit- 
tee the drug trade was somewhat ex- 
ercised over the question of how the 
so-called ‘‘standardized” or *‘pudding” 
opium would be classified under the 
new law. As the free list only men- 
tioned ‘‘crude or unmanufactured” 
opium containing vine per cent. cr 
more of morphia, some held that 
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pudding opium being a manufactured 
or manipulated article could not 
come in under that provision. Others 
held that as there is practically no 
such thing as unmanufactured opium, 
and as the intent of the law evidently 
is to prevent the entry of opium 
adulterated to such an extent as to 
reduce its morphia strength below the 
legal nine per cent., standardized 
opium would undoubtedly be entitled 
to free entry under the new law. 
Other views as to the probable classi- 
fication of this grade of opium were 
presented and noted in these columns 
at the time, butin view of late develop- 
ments they are now immaterial. 

The Government through its ex- 
amining chemists has determined 
the relation of standardized opium 
to the so-called natural gum, in 
such a manner as to establish a prece- 
dent by which all future importations 
conforming to the legal requirements 
as to morphia strength must be ad- 
mitted free of duty. The case ofa 
certain importation of some forty odd 
cases, which has been pending for over 
a week, was settled Monday afternoon 
by the passage through the appraiser’s 
department of the Custom House, of 
a portion of the lot, as answering all 
requirements and entitled to free 
entry. 

The trade is to be congratulated 
upon the outcome of this case, the pro- 
gress of which has been watched with 
great interest. Had the Government 
decided that pudding opium, testing 
nine per cent. or over, is dutiable at 
twelve dollars per pound, as some ex- 
pected, or at ten per cent., under the 
drag-net clause, an impetus would 
have been given to the domestic man- 
ufacture of the highly adalterated 
stuff (which was driven out by the ex- 
posure made of it by the REPORTER 
some months ago,) to the great disad- 
vantage of dealers in honest goods and 
the inestimable danger to consumers, 
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THE SOAPMAKERS ASSOCIATION. 


The second meeting of the National 
Soapmakers Association in Chicago 
last week, demonstrated the useful- 
ness of such an organized commercial 
body. The discussion at the previous 
meeting of the many abuses practiced 
in the soap trade, and the quiet inves- 
tigation conducted in the meantime, 
had prepared the members fer har- 
monious action in correcting the evils 
aud introducing more satisfactory met- 
hous into the business. The Associa- 
tion took definite action last week on 
various matters,of which this question 
was the most important. They have 
concluded to abandon by December 
31 next, the following practices which 
have been consuming legitimate pro- 
fits for some years : 

1. Giving away pictures, prizes, gifts or 
premiums for a certain number of wrappers. 

2. Giving away premiums, prizes for extra 
boxes to retailers 

3. Buying back a certain quantity of goods 
(that were originally said) to be distributed 
among consumers, 

4. Giving tickets or coupons to retailers or 
consumers to be redeemed by manufacturers. 

5. Feeing of jobbers’ salesmen. 

6. Giving of special rebates or discounts, 
such as premiums or percentages on increas- 
ing sales, 

The Abolition of the practice of putting up 
soap for dealers with private brands was 
recommended. 

A committee will report the best 
means of enforcing the rules at the 
next meeting to be held in Pittsburg on 
January 28. A financial penalty may 
be provided for every violation, but as 

| it is desired to experiment before going 
too far, the experience of those who 
try the plan before the January meet- 
ing will determine its future success. 
The great desideratum is to have local 
associations to handle these questions, 
and their formation was strongly re- 
| commended at the meeting. New York 
has its organization of soap makers and 
it is proposed to meet the issues promp- 
tly and decisively. 
Another committee was appointed to

secure uniform and reasonable freight 
classification and rates. The impor- 
tance of this feature has been realized 
by the trade for years but the absence 
of united action until the present time, 
has postponed the demand for fair 
treatment on the part of transporta- 
tion companies. The matter of credit 
has also received attention, with the 
determination to enforce what are 
known as soapmakers terms of sixty 
days or two per cent discount for pay- 
ment within ten days. 

The membership of the association is 
increasing with every meeting, and as 
it now comprises the most influential 
and conservative houses in the trade, 
there is every reason to expect a faith- 
ful observance of the rulesand the res- 
toration of the business to a more 
satisfactory basis, all of which will be 
accomplished without reference to

earthed a great secret which is n 
ing more or less than ‘“‘a combination 
between glass manufacturers of the 
United States and those of Germany.” 
This valuable and startling informa- 
tion is based on reports emanating 
from Ottawa, which are in effect that 
Canadian agents of German manufac- 
turers have recently taken orders to 
supply between thirty and forty tons 
of ‘‘plate glass” to buyers in the West- 
ern States; but the German manufac- 
turers decline to ship the goods unless 
the assurance is given them that the 
duty will be paid in Canada before the 
glass is forwarded to the United States. 
“This stipulation,” adds the veracious 
correspondent, ‘‘they say they are com- 
pelled to make under the terms of 
their combination agreement with the 
manufacturers of the United States.” 
All this and what follows, in the 
Ottawa despatch to our enterprising 
daily competitors, must be very edify- 
ing to the American plate glass manu- 
facturers, particularly as it is in the 
nature of a compliment to the quality 
of the goods now produced by them. 
It is true that they have hopes of 
eventually supplying the class of trade 
now practically monopolized by foreign 
manufacturers, particularly those 
whose plants are located in Germany, 
but they had hardly expected that 
their unpretentious endeavors in 
this direction would so soon meet 
with recognition from their foreign 
competitors. They must, however, be 
prepared for disappointment, and 
those consumers of plate glass who 
were getting ready to denounce this 
‘“‘erasping international combination” 
must withhold the fires of their in- 
dignation while the light of truth is 
being flashed upon this ‘‘great secret.” 
There is no such combination affect- 
ing the plate glass trade. There is, we 
know, a combination among the im 
porters of mirror plates, the basis of 
which is an understanding between 
them and the German manufacturers 
of this class of goods, which effectually 
prevents any cutting of prices by deal- 
ers inside or out of the combination. 
The importers were forced to take this 
step to prevent their extinction, as be- 
fore the combination was formed reck- 
less competition had so demoralized 
the trade as to wipe out profits en- 
tirely.

COCOANUT OIL PROSPECTS. 


The hardening of cocoanut oil 
values has been gradual but with 
more of a permanent certainty than 
that which characterized future ad- 
vances in the article. The limited sup- 
plies, ascompared with stocks in prev- 
ious years, is the primary cause of 
the higher tendency, and there is good 
reason for expecting a continuation of 
the strong feeling, as production is 
curtailed and stocks are held in re- 
serve at the source of supply. This 
applies to both Ceylon and Cochin 
oils, while no relief may be expected 
from the Cuban product, as the sur- 
plus sent to this country is unimpor-

For some time past the very bearish 


tone of the advices from London have 
had a more or less depressing influence 


here, notwithstanding London had lit- 
tle or no shellac to offer that would be 
saleable in this market. 
past, and, in fact, for a longer period, 
London has been the leading specula- 
tive market while values in New York 
have been regulated to a great extent, 
if not entirely, by supply and demand. 
The latter market is always suscepti- 
ble to influences emanating from Lon- 
don and Calcutta, but in view of the 
disappearance of speculation here and 
the nearer approach to equalization in 
supply and demand within a compar- 
atively recent period, the effect of 
these influences has become less 
marked and but for the persistent 
downward tendency of the London 
market, the expectations indulged in 
a month or two ago with reference to 
a high range of values on the spot 
would no doubt have been realized 
The London market having at last be- 
gun to recover its tone, there is reason 
to believe that the improvement there 
will be reflected by this market. 

While at the present writing there 
is no indication that a large advance 
will occur before the end of the cur- 
rent season, it is apparent that the 
downward movement in the foreign 
markets having been checked, the 
piesent firm tone of this market will

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SUGGESTION ABOUT COTTON OIL. 





As the REPORTER has often been 
asked where to obtain cotton oil in a 
retail way for household use, the fol- 
lowing suggestion from the Boston 


Herald may cause a wider distribution 


of the article: 

If the cottonseed oil people had the sagacity 
of the Standard Oil management, they would 
be more enterprising in making the world 
acquainted with the legitimate value of their 
product for food purposes, 
ford to leave lard severely alone if the people 
of this country were once made familiar with 
the usefulness of cottonseed oil in domestic 
economy. It is a pure, sweet vegetable oil, 


excellent for frying food in, and is said to be 
vastly superior to lard for nearly all cooking 
rurposes to which the latter is put. But, as it 


is, many who have heard of the excellence of 
the article, and who have wished to obtain it, 
cannot find out how or where it isto be pur- 
chased. 


The shelves of every legitimate 


grocer contain olive oil in bottles or 


some other form, but when cotton oil 
is asked for the storekeeper displays 
great ignorance, which is in many 


cases assumed in order tosell the olive 


oil or lard. The inquiry has often 
been made, ‘‘where cin a bottle or gal- 
lon can of cotton oil be purchased?” 
Jobbers do not care to encourage a 
trifling retail business, and as the oil 
cannot be found in the places where it 
ought to be sold, consumers are com- 
pelled to substitute somethiug else. 
There is a lack of enterprise some- 
where. From what we have learned 
concerning the wants of the people. 
there would be a good sale for the best 
quality of cooking oil in gallon cans; 
they have heard so much about the 
oil that they want to try it in its pur- 
ity. Occasionally they obtain cotton 
oil lard, and the only reason why the 
article is not more frequently pur- 
chased, is because the average grocer 
is allowed to run out of supplies. The 
domestic consumption could be largely 
increased by proper attention being 
directed to the retail trade.

EXPORTS OF PETROLEUM. 


The monthly statement of the ex- 
ports of petroleum, issued by the Bu- 
reau of Statistics at Washington, for 
Septeinber,also gives the amount of the 
exports for the first nine months of 
1890, and comparisons with the corre- 
sponding periods last year. During 
the earlier inonths of the present year 
the exports were considerably lighter 
than last year, but the increased ship- 
ments during September has brought 
the total for the nine months up to 
within 6,678,761 gallons of the amount 
exported during the first nine of 1889, 
the increase Jast month amounting to 
15,384,580 gallons. It is doubtful if 
the total for the year will showa de- 
crease in our exports as compared 
with last year, as the requirements of 
the last three movrths will be larger to 
meet the increased consumption. The

At Belmont, W.Va., October 13, a fire, be- 

ve been incendiary in origin, oc- 
which two large tanks of 5,0U0 bar- 
ty and an immense tank-house were 
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uurned. The property belonged to the Ohio 
River Oil Company. Their wells are all flow- 
ing and great quantities of oil wet to waste. 


The South Penn No. lon the William Tripp 
farm (Ninevah) is holding up in good style. 
The well promises to be an unusually lasting 
one,as the pay was between five and eight 
feet in thickness, The same company’s ven- 
ture at Boardtree is subject to many con- 
flicting reports. One that seems to be reason- 
ably well founded is that it will make from 
12 to 26 barrels per day, and is still drilling. 


Two more gas wells were brought in in the 
Washington township fleld last week. The 
Pine Creek Cov pany struck a strong pressure 
of gas on the Alex. McCutcheon farm, and 
the Equitabie Gas Company, of Pittsburg, 
brought in an immense well on the Joseph 
Hall farm. The wells are being cased in es 
rapidly as possible. and preparations are being 
made to supply fuel to the different towns in 
that vicinity. 


Fisher & Co. have a rig up on the Myers 
farm, Chartiers. Robinson & Co. are building 
a rig onthe Mower lot. The same company 
completed a rig on the McGonigle lot. The 
Combination Oil Company's well, on the 
Slushline lot, is holding up at 1(6 barrelsa 
day. In the Crafton district, Patterson & 
Jon2s, on the McCurdy, have a good well. It 
has settled to 15 bbls an hour, The produc- 
tion flows from the fifth sand. 


The snipmeots cf Russian oil from Batoum 
for the month of August this year have been: 
To East Asia 654,900 cases, equal to 130,000 bar- 
re!s; to Antwerp 17,0.0 barrels; to London 14,- 
40 barrels; to other Enylish ports 19,920 bar- 
rels, to Italy 11,995 barrels, to Trieste and 
Fiume, Austria, 19.265 barrels, The shipments 
of Russian oil to Western Europe for August 
were less than half of those for July, and not 
equil to more than one-fourth those of June. 


The People’s Light and Heat Company, 
Pittsburg, have completed the deal for the 
Moore gasser, together with a block of leases 
covering about 400 acres of land. The price 
reported is $.0,000, Hart Bros. purchased the 
well about a month ago from the South Penn 
Oil Company. The well was cleaned out and 
packed with the intention of laying a line to 
their properties in the West End, and supply- 
ing the consumers in that neighborhood with 
tuel. Hart Bros. realized very nicely on the 
deal. 


The latest oil news from Springhill, Morris 
und Morgan townships, indicates that Greene 
county may yet have a good oil boom, The 
Blacksville field has never been fully devel- 
oped. The Tripp well at Ninevah is produciog 
about 30 barrels an hour, and it is known that 
there is oil in the Haver well, at Jefferson, 
and also at Cooks, in Center township. None 
of these flelds are yet developed,and the Tripp 
wellalone shows something of the possibilities 
of the future in the Greene county field. The 
Deep Valley well is also produc ng. 


Finnegan, Downing & Co.’s well, on the 
Neely farm, Coraopolis, has shut down pend- 
ing the repairing of the rig. The well had just 
tapped the pay and is partially filled up with 
oil. Mellon & Co. havearig building on the 
Cassidy Nv. 2; also one on the Beggs and one 
on the Kerr farm. The Cassidy No. 1 is doing 
100 barrels. Gailey Bros. have a rig up on the 
Chess heirs’ farm and will begin driiling in a 
few days. The Augusta Vil Co. have rigs for 
No. 2 Riter and No. 3 Soley. Coast & Evans, on 
the Neely, are down 1,300 feet. Patterson & 
McCabe, on the McCabe, are dowa 1,000 feet, 


While the Murrinsville field looks likea dead 
cock in the pit, the enthusiastic wildcatter 
seems bent on reviving the excitement inau- 
gurated by Snee & Co. Stage & Oo., on the 
Kendel Coal Company’s lands, southeast of 
Murrinsville one-half mile, expect the sand 
this week. East of Anandaletown about a 
mile, Teby & Co. are drilling a well ou the 
Brown farm. This is an important well, and 
sbould get the sand this week. Snee « Co. 
have located two wells on the Mortiand farm 
and one on the Murrin, which are shouthwest 
from developments one-half mile. 


Facilities for carrying on the oil trade of 
Bristol have been increased by the erection of 
three fine oil tanks built near Avonmouth 
Dock, about six miles from the city, for the 
Anglo-American Oil Company, Limited. They 
are all about thirty feet in height, but while 
the middle one is seventy feet in diameter the 
others are sixty feet. The ground, which in 
this place was rather treacherous, had to be 
piled, and then a firm basis was obtained for 
the ironwork by baulks of timber being placed 
horizontally to take the weigbt of each reser- 
voir. A regular service of pipes is being laid, 
so as tu enable the oil to be pumped direct 
from the tanas in the steamers, and sent out 
in barrels to customers, in the most labor- 
saving way. In addition to the tanks of the 
Anglo-American Company there are four 
tanks at Avonmouth which have been erected 
by the West of England Oil Association.— 
Oil Trade Review. 

Lincoln township is now to be the scene of 
further tests in the field for gas and oil. 
Leases on a large scope of territory in that 
section have been held for years by a syndi- 
cate, of which R. R. Gumbert, of Bellevue, 
was the representative. The Munhall Bros., 
who have been prominent in gas and oil 
operations elsewhere, are understood to be 
interested in the deal, with some other well- 
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known cap‘talisis. They hold leases on from 
1,000 to 2,000 acres of territory in the narrow 
neck of land between the Monongahela and 
Youghiogheny rivers, and have now deter- 
mined to test it thoroughly. Arig has been 
erected near the hiad of Deadmans Hollow, 
and drilling there will begia at once. Two or 
three holes will be put down, and the next 
one is to be onthe Alex. Calhoun farm. The 
first well to be drilled will be about three 
miles from here, and the next one consider- 
able nearer. At a number of points inthe 
vicinity gas escapes from the ground and can 
be lighted, giving the best of surface indica- 
tions. The owners of the territory are not 
without hope also that oil will be found. 


OBITUARY. 


WILLIAM RICHARDSON THURSTON, 


On Sunday last Mr. William Richardson 
Thurston, senior member of the firm of 
Thurston & Braidich, succumbed to a disease 
from which he bas been suffering for the past 
two years. He epent the summer of 1888 at 
Portsmouth, Me.,and there contracted a ¢e- 
vere cold which terminated in consumption 
Mr. Thurston was never a robust man, and 
having in infancy suffered an attack of in- 
flammation of the lunges, he was always sus- 
ceptible to colds and bronvchiat affections, For 
the past two years he had spent most of his 
time in the Adi: ondacks, and was so much im- 
proved in health that strong hopes of his ulti- 
mate recovery were entertained by his friends 
only a month or two ago. He, however, suf- 
fered a relapse with the return of cooler 
weather and sank rapidly until death released 
him. 

Mr. Thurston was born in this city Novem- 
ber 27, 1843. He was a decendant of an 
family which settled in 
Newport, R. LL, in 1645. He received a 
common school education and at the age of 
17 ent2red Haverford College. Overstudy and 
ill health compelled him to withdraw at the 
end of two years and he then entered the em- 
ploy of Messrs. T. B. Merrick & Co. On coming 
ofage he was admitted to partnership in the 
firm and was largely instrumental! in molding 
the fortunesof that house. Upon the retire- 
ment of Mr. Merrick in 1880 Mr. Thurston 
formed a partnership with Mr. A. Braidich, 
who had been connected with the house asa 
valued employe for a number of years. The 
firm style was changed to Thurston & Brai- 
dich, and under that name it has prospered 
and grown in importance. 

Mr. Thurston was of a retiring disposition 
and for that reason had few intimate friends 
in the trade, but he was generally held in high 
es'eem, Asamerchant he was enterprising, 
exact and highly honorable, and his long com- 
mercial career was marked by th» strictest 
integrity and fair dealing. For severai years 
he had made hishomein Morristown, N. J., 
and was closely identified with the develop 
ment of that thriving town. He leaves a wife 
and four children, three sons anda daughter. 
The funeral will probably take place to-day, 
Wednesday, at Morristown, but at this writing 
the date has not been definately decided upon.

Linseed Oil Substitutes. 
~ PITTSBURG, Oct. 18, 1890, 
Editor O11, PAINT AND DRUG REPORTER: 


In your last issue you refer to the state- 
ments regarding substitutes for linseed oil 
made in the report of the Committee on 
Paints, Oils and Glass of the N. W. D. A., sub- 
mitted at the Washington convention. 

While evidently not intended so, your quo- 
tations and comments are calculated to place 
the writer in a false light. 

In quoting the resolution offered and passed 
on this subject you omit the important pre- 
mise from which the resolution follows asa 
logical conclusion. The whole is as follows: 


WHEREAS, It is unwise to expend our ener- 
gies in the sale of articles of doubtful quality, 
unrecognized vaiue, and whose chief merit 
seems to b their low price; therefore 

Resolved, That until some oil is offered to 
take the place of linseed oil, which sball have 
clearly established that it contains the neces- 
sary property of self-oxidation, and the other 
valuable qualities inherent in pure linseed oil, 
it is inexpedient for the wholesale drug trade 
to assume the risk of damage and loss of rep- 
utation more or less incident to the sale of 
any oil for general painting purposes, other 
than pure linseed oil. 


You propound the query, “Why should not 
another oil be offered to equal linseed oil in 
every respect ?” and then say: “The chairman 
of the committee referred to, also leans to 
that (?) belief.” Justexactly what you mean 
by this I do not know, but would ask you not 
to associate me with an utterance so obscure, 





The sentiments expressed on this subject by | 


the report are clear and in unmistakable 
terms, as follows: 


It may be that among the surprises which 
the tuture bas in store for us, will be founda 
perfect subst'tute tor linseed oil at avout 
haif its present cost, but your committee is of 
the op.nion that, despite numerous Claims to 
the contrary, this gr: at desideratum has not 
been realized at the present day. 

While deplo ing and condemning the com- 
merce in adulterations, we recognize as legiti- 
mate the trade in substitutes when they are 
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sold as such; care should be exercised that the 
buyer is aware of the character of the article 
sold; that it is a substitute and not sold aga 
genuine article or an imitation of one, 


I do not wish to trespass on your space, but 
feel sure you do not wish to create the feeling 
that an unfair criticism has been made and an 
unwerranted reference drawn. 

Undobtedly the field occupied by linseed 
oil 18a large one; as a paint manufacturer 
who smarts under the present high price of 
linseed oil and the low selling price of all 
paints into which it so largely enters, I would 
like to see some wholly new invention equal 
in all respects to linseed oi! at about ene-balf 
its present cost, but I am equally: frank in 
saying without the slightest fear of success- 
ful contradiction, that no such rival to linseed 
oil bas appeared. To quote the words of a re- 
cent writer in your own paper: 

“It isa remarkable thing that linseed oil 
stands almost alone in never having met a 
successful rival and substitute,”

The Conger Lard Bill. 
NEw York, Oct. 18, 
Editor O11, PAINT AND DruG REporTER: 

Congress will shortly convene and the usual 
rush of lobbyists to Washington will mark its 
reassembling. The man with a bill to make 
Salt River navigable to its source will be 
there; the man with q bill for widening and 
deepening the mouth of Snake River will be 
there; the men with good bills, bad bills (pos- 
sibly counterfeit biils) will be there and for 
the presence of each of these a reasonable ex- 
cuse will be alleged, and possibly its reason- 
ablenees coneeded, but of all those who 
gather there to advance th+ir individual or 
their constituents’ interests, the parties who 
will have the least pretension to standing in 
the halis of the National Legislature, will be 
the sharks who will navigate around there, 
consuming the time which should be devoted 
to the consideration of broad, national ques- 
tions and the public interests, with their one- 
sided, selfish and unconstitutional legislation 
on the subject of lard. 

Tbe packers who have for years conducted 
the nefarious business of branding a mags of 
unsavory products as “Pure Lard,” whose in- 
iquitous practices have been brought to light 
in consequence of the extensive marketing of 
a product which has been shown to be, and ig 
conc: ded to be, vastly superior in point of 
purity and consequent healthfulness, viz., 
lard compound, finding that this enlighten- 
ment of the public threatens the overthrow 
of their business, and the competition of the 
pure article, ruinous, come to Congress for 
help and pray for relief at the expense of the 
health and the pockets of the people at lar,ze. 

Never has there been introdueed into the 
House of Répresentatives a bill so fraught 
with dangerous possibilities. The disastrous 
consequences of the passage of such a measure 
would be far-reaching and would jeopardize 
all classes of business by loading it with com- 
plications and legislative restrictions which 
would increase the expense of its conduct and 
decrease its profits. 

As a matter of fact, the Government has no 
right to interfere with these trade matters. 
They are entirely outside of ius functions. It 
has no constitutional right to take sides with 
one class of manufacturers as against an- 
other. If itis right in this case, then it will 
be right for the manufacturers of any othor 
article in any section of the couutry who may 
feel the effects of sharp competition in their 
line of business, to hie to Congress and by 
means of political or other influence secure 
the passage of measures to annihilate the 
business of their competitors. 

Furthermore, it will encourage the intro- 
duction of other bills having for their obj-ct 
the placing of other great staple industries 
under Government control. In fact, it igs not 
difficult to conceive the great extent to which 
this practice may be multiplied and hard to 
say within what limits this interference by 
the Government with mercantile affairs will 
be confined. 

Why do not the packers fight their own 
battles with their competitors who manufac- 
ture “lard compouud” instead of dragging 
the government into the fight to assist them? 
The very fact of their doing so shows the 
weakness of their case. Their action in this 
respect recalls tomy mind an anecdote in 
whicha darkie and a mule play the leading 
parts, 

A passenyer was travelling along a highway 
on horseback and came to a spot where the 
road narrowed to about ten feet. Just there 
wasa faded old mule, hitched to a wagon 
loaded with acord of wood.

CUSTOMS DECISIONS. 


BETA NAPHTHYLAMINE MONO SULPHO ACID. 








The Treasury Department received a letter 
transmitting appeal of Mr. Walter E. Stewart 
from a decision assessing duty at the rate of 


26 per cent. ad valorem, on a certain chemical 
compound, imported. 
The appellant designates the merchandise in 


question as a “sulphanilic acid,” and claims 
that it isexempt frem duty, under the pro- 
vision in the free list (T. I., 594) “for acids 
used for medicinal, chemical, or manufactur- 
ing purposes, not specially enumerated or 


provided for.” 


From the special reports of the appraiser 
upon this appeal it appears that the importa- 


tion consisted of a chemical salt designated 


on the invoice as “beta naphth ylamine mono- 
sulpho acid soda salt,"’ and not a “sulpkanilic”’ 


or any other acid. 


The assessment of duty on said merchandise 
at the rate prescribed by T. I., 92, for chemical 


compounds or salts not specially enumerated 
or provided for, is hereby affirmed 


FAST YELLOW, PALE GREEN, AND FAST DRAB 


DUTIABLE AS LAKES. 


The Treasury Department is in receipt of a 


letter submitting the appeal of Alexander P. 


Mende from assessment of duty, at the rate of 
25 per cent. ad valorem, under T. I., 87, on 
certain “lakes,” fast yellow, pale green, and 
fast drab, the appellant claiming that the 
yellow and green are buckthorn berry ex- 
tracts, properly dutiabie at the rate of 10 per 


cent. ad valorem, under T. I., 94, and that the 
drab isarchil, aud as such eatitled to free 
entry under T. I., 55v. 

From the report of the appraiser it appears 


that the merchandise in question was sub- 
mitted to the United States chemist and found 


upon analysis to be composed as follows: 
Organic Inorganic

Fast yellow.. ....... 14°84 78°94 6°22 
Pale green...... .. . 13°56 69°80 16°64 
Fast drab...... ee. 14°96 74°67 10°37 


The principal and essential portion of the 
inorganic constituents being chromium,which 


undoubtedly exists in the preparation as a 


salt of chromium. 

The vegetable identity of the merchandise 
being necessarily lost in consequence of the 
large per centage of chromium present, brings 


it properly within the classification of lakes 


(combinations of vegetable coloring matter 
with metallic oxides), and as such properly 
dutiable at the rate of 25 per cent. ad valorem, 
under T. I., 87. 

The assessment of duty is therefore hereby 
affirmed, 

MINERAL GREASE, SO-CALLED. 

The Treasury Department received a letter 
transmitting the appeal of Messrs. Schoelkopf, 
Hartford & Maclagan, limited, from a decis- 
ion assessing duty, at the rate of 25 per cent, 
ad valorem, on certain so-called ‘mineral 
grease,” imported by them per Steinhoft, 
April 15, 1890, protest filed prior to August 1, 
1890. 

The appellants claim that the merchandise 
1n question is dutiable at the rate of 10 per 
cent. ad valorem, under the provision in 
Schedule N --T. I., 487—for “grease not speci- 
ally enumerated or provided for.” 

From the special report of the appraiser 
upon this appeal it appears that a sample of 
said merchandise was found, upon analysis, to 
consist of a semi-solid mass obtained from 
petroleum, without admixture of either ani- 
mal or vegetable fat or oil; that the use of 
the article is principally confined to medici- 
pal purposes, and that its application to the 
purpose for which the greases commercially 
known as such are imported would be waste- 
ful, in view of its comparatively high price, 
viz., 89°20 marks per 100 kilograms. 

The Department is therefore of opinion that 
the merchandise properly comes within the 
provisions of Schedule A (T. I., paragraph 93), 
for various medicinal preparations, including 
“ointments,” and the assessment of duty 
thereon, at the rate prescribed for such prep- 
arations, is hereby affirmed. 


INCREASE OF WEIGHT IN SODA ASH. 

The Department is in receipt of a letter 
transmitting the protest of Messrs. Warren & 
Co., from assessment of duty upon the weight 
as returned by the United States weigher of 
certain “soda ash,” imported per Bothnia, 
















































June 30, 1890, without aliowance for alleged 
additional weight claimed to be due to water 
which “had soaked into the ash.” 

Under the law in force at the date of im- 
portation, allowances of this character could 
only be made under articles 602 and 603 of the 
Regulations of 1884, upon a claim duly filed as 
therein prescribed, and as it appears that the 
importers did not avail themselves of this 
privilege, the assessment of duty on the 
quantity returned by the United States 
weigher was correct, and is hereby affirmed. 


OIL OF COGNAC IN WINE YEAST. 


The Treasury Department is in receipt ofa 
letter transmitting the appeal of Messrs. 
Alex. Fries and Brothers from a decision as- 
sessing duty, at the rate of $4 per ounce, on 
certain cognac oil contained in certain so- 
called wine yeast. 

It appears from the special report of the 
appraiser that, although the merchandise is 
invoiced as wine yeast—1,200 pounds—an anal- 
ysis thereof showed that it contained 17 
ounces of oil of cognac; that the price speci- 
fied is much higher than the market price of 


therein; that such cognac 011 is the pure oil of 
cognac which is specified in the tariff act, and 
that it is evident that the article is imported 
for the purpose of extracting such oil. 

Upon submitting the papers and sample to 
the experts of the customsat New York, those 
officers report that a careful analysis of the 
sample has been there made by the United 
States chemist, and that his finding cor tirms 
the analysis as made at Cincinnatithat the 
article seems to be a mixture which chemistry 
demonstrates to be specially charged with 
cenanthic ether, and that, in the opinion of 
these Officers, the oil of cognac contained 
therein is liable to duty as assessed under the 
provisions of Schedule A, T. I., 113, in pursu- 
ance of the requirements of section 2,499, Re- 
vised Statutes, as contained in the actof 
March 3, 1883, and the principle enunciated in 
Department's ruling of June 29, 1889, 

The decision is therefore affirmed, 


DIMETHYL-ANILINE, DUTIABLE AS CHEMICAL 
COMPOUND. 


A letter was rcceived, transmitting protest 
of The Schoelikopf Aniline and Chemical 
Company against the assessment of duty, at 
25 per cent. ad valorem, on certain so-called 
dimethyl-aniline, impurted by them in the 
Germanic from Liverpool. 


The appellants claim that the merchandise 
in question is a “coal-tar preparation,” dutia- 
ble at 20 per cent. ad valorem, under para- 
graph +3 of the act of March 3, 1883. But anal- 
ysis shows it to bea chemical compound “‘de- 
rived partly from a product of coal-tar 
(benzole) and partly from methylic alcohol,” 
“a highly volatile and inflammable liquid pro- 
cured by the destructive distillation of wood.’ 

The elaborate and ingenious argument of 
appellants under cover of their protest does 
not, in the opinion of the Board, overthrow, 
or even tend to overthrow, the main fact of 
the chemical analysis, viz., that the merchan- 
dise subject of the appeal! is not exclusively a 
product of coal-tar, and that it is hence not 
dutiable as claimed, under paragraph 81, for 
“coal-tar, products of,”’ etc. 


The action in assessing it for duty at 25 per 
cent. ad valorem, as a “chemical compound,” 
under paragraph 92, is hereby affirmed. 


NAPTHIONATE OF SODA. 

A letter was received, covering protest of 
the Roessler, Hasslacher Chemical Company, 
against exaction of duty, at the rate of 25 per 
cent, ad valorem, on certain so-called “napth- 
ionate of soda,” imported by them in the ves- 
sel named, on the ground that said merchan- 
dise is **a preparation of coal-tar, dutiable at 
20 per cent. ad valorem, under section A, act 
of March 3, 1683, paragraph 83.” 

Napthionate is a well-known article of com- 
merce, though scarcely familiar chemically. 

Analysis shows it to be a chemical compound 
of which soda is a constituent, and soda is not 
a product of coal-tar. The contention of ap- 
pellants is therefore without foundation. 
The assessment of duty on the merchandise 
subject of appeal as a “chemical salt” at 25 
per cent. ad valorem, under T. I., new 92, is 
not only in accord with the reasoning of a 
long line of Treasury decisions, but clearly 
within the spirit and letter of the law, and is 
hereby affirmed.

Alleged Trade Nuisances. 


A special meeting of the State Board of 
Health was held in Albany Saturday after- 
noon to take action on the petition of the 
Far Rockaway Improvement Company, aslleg- 
ing that the fertilizing establishioents on 
Barren Island, situated at the inlet to Jamai- 
ca Bay, are public nuisances and detrimental 
to the health of the inhabitants of the vil- 
Jages along tne shore of the bay. The matter 
was referred to the Board by the Governor 
for investigation and report. The Board ap- 
pointed Hon. Thomas Newbold, Dr, Theodore 
O’Donobue and Dr. Lewis Balch a committee 
to investigate the matter and present its find - 
ingstothe Board, when the Board will pre- 
pare a report for submission to the Governor 
Owing to the pressure of business the com- 
mistee will not be able to begin the investiga- 
tion for a week or ten days.

Meeting of Soap Makers. 


The second meeting of the National Soap 
Makers’ Association was held at the Audito- 
rium Hotel, Chicago,on October 15 and 16, 
1890, 

Representatives from forty houses were 
present, and new members were elected, 
bringing the total membership up to sixty- 
two. 

Four sessions were held, at which there was 
displayed a remarkable degree of harmony of 
thought and action, and there was a full and 
free interchange of ideas relative to questions 
of general interest to the trade. 

Favorable actlou was taken on the follow- 
ing pointe: 

The formation of local associations through- 
out the country to settle matters of local in- 
terest. 

The securing of uniform and reasopable 
freight classification and rates. A standing 
committee of five was appointed to attend to 
this matter. 

The abolition of various abuses which had 
grown up in the trade. 

The interchange of price lists among mem- 
bers of the association. 

Recommending the abolition of the practice 
of putting up soap for dealers with private 
brands. 

It was resolved that the next meeting be 
held in Pittsburg on January 2, 1891, and that 
the annual meeting be held in Boston on June 
11, 1891, 
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Fire Among Chemicals, 


By a fire at the laboratory and wholesale 
house of H. K. Mulford & Co., pharmaceutical 
chemists, in Philadelphia, about half-past 
8 o’clock Thursday morning, damage was 
done to the amount of about $25,000, and six 
persons were injured. The fire broke outin 
the drying room on the third floor, near the 
center of the building, and spread with such 
rapidity that the 40 employes in the estub- 
lishment had but little time in which to make 
their escape. 

The origin of the fire is unknown. Mr. Mul- 
ford stated that the firm had enly been occu- 
pying the building about six weeks, and was 
getting a plant in for heating the establish- 
ment and for use in the drying closets, but, as 
the apparatus was not in order, Bunsen burn- 
ers had been used to heat the drying closets 
or rooms, the heat from the gas jets being 
allowed to circulate thiough the closets. On 
the third floor 16 Crown machines for com- 
pressing tablets had been placed in position 
and these were ruined, The loss to Mulford & 
Co. is placed at $20,000, upon which there is an 
insurance of $15,100. They lost about $40,000 
by the burning of their laboratory on 
Eighteenth street, below Market, about six 
weeks ago. 
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The New Trade Mark Regulations. 


Assistant Secretary Spaulding of the 
Treasury Department, has issued a circular 
to officers of the customs and others, calling 
attention to Section 7 of the new tariff law, pro- 
viding that on and after March 1, 1891, no any 
article of imported merchandise which shall 
copy orsimulate the name or trade mark of 
domestic manufacture or manufacturer, shall 
be admitted to entry at United States custom 
houses. In order to aid the customs officers 
in enforcing this prohibition, it is provided 
that a domestic manufacturer who has adopt- 
ed trade marks may require his name and 
residence and a description of his trade mark 
to be recorded in books kept for that purpose 
in the Treasury, and may furnish to the de- 
partment fac-similes of such trade marks. 
The circular contains a statement showing 
what should be furnished in applications for 
the recording of names or trade marks in the 
department. The application should also 
contain the names of the ports to which the 
fac-similes are to be sent. No fees will be 
charged for this recording. The circular says 
that a sufficient number of fac-similes should 
be forwarded to enable the department to 
send one copy to each port named in the ap- 
plication. 
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Starch and the New Tariff. 


Assistant Secretary Spaulding has sent let- 
ters to the collectors of customs at New 
York, Portland, Oregon, and Port Townsend, 
Washington, calling their attention to the 
provision in Schedule “G,” of the act of Octo- 
ber 1, 1890, paragraph 323, whereby ‘Starch, 
including all preparations, from whatever 
substance produced, fit for use as starch,” is 
dutiable at the rate of 2 cents per pound. 
Their attention is called to this matter in 
order that in view of the large quantities of 
so-valled root flour, sago flour, tapioca flour, 
farina, etc., which have been heretofore im- 
ported for the purpose of being used by 
Chinese as starch, and which were admitted 
to freeentry under under the old tariff law 
for root flour, etc., the same may be subjected 
toa thorough and careful examination, so ag 
to determine whether, in the condition in 
which imported, such articles are fit for use 
asstarch. If so found, the Assistant Secre- 
tary says they should be subjected to the 
payment of the duty above specified. If such 
articles are found to contain a considerable 
percentage of gluten and albumen, of course,

proper sense of the word, and cannot be Use q 
as starch without undergoing a further pro, 
cess of manufacture; but, if, however, Ruch 
substances have been eliminated and Temoveq 
from the so-called “flour,” so that the article 
is practically starch, they must be go Clagej- 
fied.

Gentlemen:—We desire to inform the trade 
that we have completed arrangements for the 
sale and transfer of all our interests in 
“Lazell’s Perfumery Goods” to an incorpor- 
ated company bearing the same name of our 
present firm, and retaining the same interests 
and management as at present. The new com- 
pany will assume control of this branch of our 
business on January Ist, 1891. 

Our perfumery business has grown 80 rap- 
idly, and to such eases pepeeere that it bas 
become sufficient to fully employ the undi- 
vided attention of its present managers. 

This consideration, in connection with the 
fact of the impaired health of certain mem- 
bers of our firm, who therefore wish to retire 
from active business, bas decided us to form 
the above-mentioned stock company for the 
continuance of the perfumery business and, 
at the same time, to liquidate the affairs of 
the present firm and retire from the drug 
business. : 

In closing out our drug and fancy goods busi- 
ness and laboratory,we shall offer exceptionally 
advantageous pricesandter sforalargestock 
of carefully selected and high quality goods.

Protecting Rebate Goods, 


For the information of those not present at 
the meeting of the N. W. D. A. at Washing- 
ton, Mr. M. N. Kline has sent out copies of 
the resolutions unanimously adopted at that 
meeting in connection with the report of the 
Committee on Proprietary Goods. He sug- 
gests that the recipients carefully file them 
for reference, and adds: 

“The urgent demands made by the represen- 
tatives of the retail druggists of the country 
were met as far as they could be by a re-affir- 
mation of the 5th Indianapolis resolution and 
by the appoictment of a Conference Commit- 
tee under the 5th resolution of this year, to 
devise further plans of relief. Those propri- 
etors who have always refused direct supplies 
to notorious cutters at largest quantity price 
and discount demanded the passage of the 4th 
resolution of this year and it is the purpose of 
the Chairman of the Proprietary Committee 
to keep all parties interested fully inform d 
asto the future attitude of proprietors upon 
thisquestion. I confidently look for your 
cordial co-operation with our committee in 
afforts not only to maintain the Contract 
System, but in giving such protection to retail 
distributors 98 lies within your power and as 
is contemplated in the accompanying resolu- 
tions.”

A New French Tariff. 


The Senate and Chamber of Deputies of the 
French Republic assembled on Monday, and 
among the first biils introduced in the Cham- 
ber was one by M. Rouvier, Minister of Fi- 
nance, providing fur the imposition of a tax 
upon pharmaceutical specialties, M. Roche, 
Minister of Commerce, introduced in the 
Chamber of Deputies a general customs tariff 
bill. It provides a maximum tariff applicable 
to products imported from countries not con- 
ceding commercial advantages to France, and 
a minimum tariff reserved for countries con- 
senting to customs regulations calculated to 
benefit French trade. Agricultural products 
figuring exclusively in the maximum class 
wi. not be considered in any arrangement 
with Powers. Among raw materials those 
will be exempt from duty which are indispen- 
sable to great manufacturers. 

The proposed tax on phurmaceutical speci- 
alties would, of course, protect the interests 
of the French druggists, most of whom have 
been educated at the Normal School of Phar- 
macy in Paris, and all of whom are expert at 
their business, which they cannot practice 
without having passed through serious exam- 
inations before examiners appointed by the 
State. French pedple are therefore quite 
sure to obtain only the best prepared pre- 
scriptions at the pharmacy stores. These 
prescriptions sumetimes cost a good deal 
of money, and the middle and working classes 
were driven to use patent medicines, or 
“pharmaceutical specialties,” as they are 
called in France, which are not sold exclu- 
sively by the regular druggists. About fifty 
years ago, Raspail, a philanthropist and revo- 
lutionist, started a “pharmaceutical special- 
ty,” or patent medicine, based mainly on the 
use of camphor preparations. He became the 
idol of the bourgeois and the workmen, 
and was made a member of the 
Provisional Government in 1848, His thera- 
peutic system is yet greatly popular ia France, 
No government had ever thought of putting 
a special tax upon pharmaceutical specialties, 
and it may be that the present proposition of 
Minister Rouvier is directed against American 
patent medicines. It would be the first official 
step taken in the system of reprisals advocated 
by some parties as against the McKinley bill. 
But the latest news from France indicates that 
asystem of reprisals has lost a good deal of 
ground in that country, a3 shown especially 
by the discussions in the recent meeting held 
at Lyons. Incase the tax should be voted by 
the Chamber, it might be safe to ascribe the 
vote not so much to the intention of fighting 
America as to the necessity of stopping the 
excessive number of the pharmaceutical spe- 


ciulties recently thrown on the market.

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Faults in Glass and their Recognition, 


In arecent number of the Moniteur de la 
Ceramique et de la Venerie is discussed the 
faults in glass and methods for their removal. 
These faults are frequently very difficult to 
account for, although their accurate diagno- 
sis is of great importance as they cause such a 
great diminution in the value of the article in 
The following interesting 
communication has been made to the “Socie- 
te des ingenieurs civils,”” by Appert, concern- 
ing the observations which he and Fouque 
have made on this subject, Bubbles anJ mi- 
nute specks arise from imperfect working af- 
ter fusion, or from lack of care on the part of 
workmen incutting out the “bull's eye,” or 
in casting and forming particles of organic 
matter getting into the mass. When the bub- 
bles are enclosed during the working of the 
glass, and the heat is not raised sufficiently to 
drive them out, the glass becomes full of 
specks and falls very considerably in value. 
Faults of this kind are very easy to detect, 


which they occur.

CHICAGO LETTER.

CHICAGO, Oct. 11, 1890. 


The local market in linseed oil appears to be 
somewhat indeterminate. The National Com- 
pany, which always is supposed to be at the 
apex of all organizatious of the same kiud, 
seems to be occupying a position which is at 
once as disagreeable as it is binding. Consid- 
ering the comparative position of the repre- 
sentatives of the combination and that of the 
brokers who represent parties who naturally 
despise combinations, it is not too much to 
say that the “Trust” is not entirely “on top.” 

There seems to be no doubt as to the solving 
of all the questions which have, for a long 
time, engaged the attention of all who have 
carefully watched the progress of the market, 
As regards the future course of the market, it 
is djflicult for one to speak. There is, how- 
ever, no question that there has been formed 
a combination which will eventually result in 
the absolute establishment of a scale of prices 
which cannot be said to merit the approval of 
certain critics. 

The home consumptive demand for oil cake 
not only keeps up to former figures but even 
exceeds the expectations of sellers, The 
domestic inquiry is farin excess of that of a 
year ago. While there was a brisk inquiry 
for cake, the Trust sold freely. They parted 
with futu-e deliveries as readily as with spot 
cake. The disposition to sell was met by the 
independents, and the result was that prices 
were, on the whole, rather depressed.

Outside of a continued and more pronounced 
tendency toward firmness of tone, the market 
in dry colors presents no interesting features, 
{f the inquiry was more active, we would 
probably see an advance along pretty nearly 
the whole line. As it is, there have been no 
changes this week worthy of special mention, 

The matter of fixing a schedule for mixed 
paints was discussed by the local club at its 
meeting last Thursday evening. There is un- 
questionably a wide-spread sentiment all 
through the West. in favor of obtaining 
prices which shall be better commensurate 
with the enhanced cost of raw materials. 


WINDOW GLASS NOTES. 


The meeting of the recently formed corpo- 
ration of window glass makers, which was to 
have been held in this city on last Wc dnes- 
day, has been postponed until next week. 
Some technical irregularity respecting the 
mailing of notices seems to have been at the 
bottom of the postponement, 

Thus far the new company appears to be 
progressing swimmingly, and there seems to 
be no inherent reason why, during thirteen 
months (which is reputed to be the self.im- 
posed limit of its existence), the new concern 
should not only advance its own interests, but 
those of the trade at large as well. Western 
jobbers generally, certainly those in Chicago, 
are carrying light stocks, and the almost uni- 
versal report is that the inquiry shows a more 
than normal increase over that of the same 
period of 1889. 

As to the future course of prices jobbers’ 
opinions vary, but the trend of sentiment 
seems to be that they are likely to be higher 
before they are lower. The outiook is re- 
garded as being remarkably favorable to a 
brisk trade aud a prosperous year. Optimists 
point to the fact that the new company, 
through its contract to buy the product of all 
the concerns holding stock, will practically 
control the entire Western output, with the 
exception of that of the United Glass Com- 
pany, which, it is safe to say, will not be 
thrown upon the market at any figure under 
current quotations. In fact, apparentiy well 
authenticated rumor has it that the latter 
concern, like “Barkis,” was “willing” to enter 
the new company, but that it was mutually 
believed that such a conjunction would not 
be expedient. 

A fair trade is reported by most of the lead- 
ing houses, and the general tendency of prices 
seems to be upward, 

Opium and quinine are nominally unchanged 
and it is flatly denied that concessions are be- 
ing made to buyers. Nevertheless,a weaker 
feeling in both these staples is perceptible. 
There does not seem tobe much doubt that 
next week will witnessa noticeable drop in 
the jobbing price of the former.

The condition of the foreign market for col- 
ors, according to recent advices, is one of 
firmness, this feeling being brought about by 
the increase in the price of the raw materiale, 
labor, etc., and from present indications this 
feeling will prevail for some time to come. 
There have been no further changes in thc 
asking prices of any of the articles in the 
home market, though the general tone of the 
market is also one of firmness. In our report 
of the meeting of the Chicago Paint, Oil and 
Varnish Club will be found the agreement on 
mixed paints, which will prove of interest to 
the local trade. 


REDS. 


Evglish Venetian reds have been takento a 
moderate extent, but no special features can 
be noted and prices are unchanged from a 
week ago. The American grades are without 
particular interest, the movement being of 
the moderate jobbing description at former 
rates. 

Orange Mineral—A steady tone contiuues to 
prevail in this market, in view of the in- 
creased cost of raw material, and it is said 
that it would cost fully 10%c to lay down 
French in this port. The demand has not 
been out of the ordinary, in common with the 
balance of the articles. The American and 
foreign grades are unchanged in price, with a 
fair stock to draw from. 

Quicksilver vermilion has been held steady, 
and buyers have continued to supply their 
jobbing requirements in the customary man- 
ner. No further changes are in contempia- 
tion, and nothing of fresh interest has deve'- 
oped since our last report. 

Red lead and litharge. Values have un er- 
gone no further changes, being held steady at 
the new rates. The demand bas been rather 
moderate and strictly of a jobbing character, 
with the market devoid of fresh items of in- 
terest. 

Carmine—The local market haa been ruling 
steady, thuugh entirely unchanged, in the 
matter of prices. The business in progress 
has been only moderate, and strictly of a job- 
bing character. Recent advices quote a much 
firmer market abroad, which has been brought 
ab vut by the bigher cost of the raw materials. 
Dealers are quoting unchanged figures how- 
ever. 


BLUES. 


A firm tone bas continued to prevail in the 
murket for blue pigments, and dealere still re- 
port that they are principally engaged in fill- 
ing old orders, there having been no special 
business dving. Now that the price of prus- 
siate has been fixed for next year, the makers 
know upou what basis they stand,in regard to 
manufacturing. 

GREENS. 


Green pigments bave been quiet and firm, 
though unchanged in price. No features can 
be noted. There have been no further de- 
velopments ‘nthe Paris green situation, and 
it seems the general opinion that the whole 
matter will now be drupped until at least Jan- 
uary 1. There has, of course, been nothing 
selling. 


Miscellaneous. 

Sulphate of Barytes has been iu rather bet- 
ter supply, with a fair jobbing trade going 
forward. Prices are not quotably changed, 
though the market is not so fine as when we 
last wr. te. The weakness however, is barely 
perceptible. 

Chalk—The market has been stagnant as re- 
gards trading, owing to the fact that buyers 
and sellers are decidedly apart in their views. 
This is principally owing to the fact that con- 
sumers are pretty well stocked up ani are not

The Porosity of Glass. 

Ordinary glass is absolutely impermeable to 
alrand water, even under any kind of pres- 
sure, The boatmen on the lake of Como are 
inthe habit of performing the following ex- 
periment for the amusement of the visitors : 
Anempty bottle, well corked and sealed, is 
letdown into the water to a depth of fifty 
yards,and on being hauled up a short time 
afterwards it is found to contain a glassful of 
water. After that you are led to the conclu- 
tion that the giass is porous. But this is not 
the case, Under a pressure of four atmo- 
spheres the pores of the cork and sealing wax 
become impregnated, and the water filters 
through into the bottle. This can be easily 
proved, viz., by closing of the bottle neck by 
melting it with a blowpipe. It may then be 
immersed any length of time, and no water 
will find its way in. Moreover, many persons 
think that some fluids can pass through glass 
because they have observed drops of liquid 
sometimes appear upon the outsides of ves- 
tels, supposing that they must have passed 
througn the glass, whereas In euch cases these 
drops are precipitations cf water from the 
atmosphere upon the cold wiass in the manner 
of dew. According to Inventions. porous 
lass bas been produced in Paris. Too fine to 
Permit of¢raught, the pores cause a pleasant 
and heaithy ventilation in a room.

TUESDAY EVENING, Oct. 21, 1690, 
Vegetable Olis. 

A quiet feeling has prevailed during the 
week in the general market for vegetable oils. 
There isan uncertainty as to prices in the 
near future which causes buyers to hesitate. 
This is particularly true of linseed, cotton and 
olive oils, and were it not for this lack of con- 
fidence there would likely be considerably 
more business to report. There are no special 
features to note different from last week. 


Linseed oil is apparently in a steady posi- 
tion, but how long it will remain so is a prob- 
Jem which the trade generally would like to 
navesolved. There is a feeling that a lower 
schedule may rule based on a supposed large 
crup of seed, but while buyers would be satis- 
fi dto have itso, they are not building hopes 
onsuch aslim pretext. City brands continue 
to be quoted at 62@641c, and out of town oil at 
ic, It was reported that the product of the 
leading corporation in the West could be 
poughtin the New York market at f8c, but 
diligent inquiry fails to confirm the statement. 
There are no offerings under 59c, and that fig- 
ure is for carloads. The movement of out of 
town oil is light. Considerable interest is 
manifested in the approaching meeting in 
Cincinnati of the National Paint, Oil & 
Varnish Association, when the question of 
linseed oil adulteration and substitutes will be 
discussed. This matter is growing in import- 
ance, and isexpected to be treated from all 
standpoints at the convention. Calcutta 
sed is being neglected by crushers at the 
movement, and th light demand in the for- 
eign market has influeuced an easier feeling. 
The quantities of seed afloat from East Indies 
by mail advices, aggregate 204,738 quarters, 
against 413.501 same time last year, and 317,774 
in 1888, 

The cotton oj] market is still unsettled and 
prices very irregular, owing to the reported 
scarcity of prime oil caused by the inferior 
condition of seed. Sellers and buyers are at 
searegarding values, and choice oil seems to 
be such a scarce article that small samples are 
exbibited as curiosities of theseason. The en- 
deavor is made to confine business to off color 
oil until later in the season when prime will 
be in better supply, and to obviate 
trouble regarding quality of better grades 
they are soid on sample as a rule, without the 
accompanying guarantee. Notwithstanding 
the cure exercised in selling oil, the arbitra- 
tion committee will, no dovbt, be called upon 
olten to decide disputes regarding quality. 
New crude oil is stationary at 27@28c for 
prime, with exceptional sales at 26c. The local 
demand is light, and even the lower grades 
have very little call. Old crude is seldom 
mentioned, and it is supposed that little, 
if any, remains here unsold. It was thought 
that the condition of the primary markets 
would enhance values all around, but the re- 
fined products are mainly affected. Prime 
summer yellow is generally quoted at 82@33c, 
the latter for new crop, which is compara- 
tively scarce. Off color refined commands 
HN@sle. Sales of 500 bbls of all grades have 
been made at the figures named, also 200 bbis 
off color crude at 23c, and 300 bbis prime new 
crude at 26@27c, notwithstanding the efforts 
of sellers to realize 28 for the 
latter. Some parties identified with 
the trade cannot understand why values 
don’t advance under the circumstances, Ac- 
cording to the situation in the South there is 
little ground upon which to base a higher 
market for the lower grades, as they promise 
to be in ample supply throughout the season: 
but as the prospects indicate a comp#ratively 
limited supply of prime oil, there seems to be 
good reason for expecting a higher rate on 
the latter. Our New Orleans correspondent 
Wires us to-nighi to the effect that 24c is bid 
fer prime crude oil, and that the market is 


very dull, The condition of the seed going 
forward is bad.

Cocoanut Oils, &c. 

Ceylon cocoanut oil remains in a very firm 
position in spite of rumors tending to show 
that steam shipments could be brought for- 
ward in time to effect the value of spot goods. 
It is extremely doubtful if any steamer could 
arrive to make an 1890 delivery and most of 
the large soap makers will require cocoanut 
oil during November and their only souree of 
supply for this delivery will be from ware- 
house here. Cables received from Colombo 
this week quote for a sail shipment during 
December-January at 7 20c per Ib in 50 ton 
parcels. This will show the position of this 
article, and in the home market it cer- 
tainly doea not appear as though it could 
be sold at under 7}4c per BD in a jobbing way 
for the first six munths of next year. The 
London statistics show that the market there 
is very poorly supplied compared with the re- 
cent years, and looking carefully over the 
ground we fail to see where any oil can 
come from for the next six months to change 
these values, according to the opinions ex- 
pressed in the trade. The spot market for 
Ceylon oil is quoted firm at 734@77c, with sales 
of two carloads at the first named figures. 
For first vessel due in December, 
7c is named. Cochin oil continues 
in a strong position at 84c. The supply of 
the latter on spot is very light. A review of 
the cocoanut oil market will be found in our 
editorial columns, 


Olive oil bas a moderate demand, which is 
being met at the usual prices of 70@7!c for 
stock in store. For supplies afloa: 68}¢c is 
wanted. Spring shipments are expected to 
be lower. Ulive soap stock is quoted at 644. 
on spot, 64¢c for delivery during balance of 
the year, and 55gc for January shipment 
of new crop. From Messina we learn 
the following through E. Fog & Sons, under 
date of Oct.1. ‘*We had abundant rains, pros- 
pects in the East Coast of Continental Italy 
are favorabie, although the worm has made 
its appearance; its banefu) effects are more 
felt in Sicily, where the sultry weather favors 
propagation; already it did injury to such ex- 
tent that to prevent havoc the gathering of 
olives has commenced and our crop suffered 
a further material reduction. This uncer- 
tainty, coupled with scanty supplies on hund 
and good demand both local and from Russia, 
Black Sea and Baltic ports,givesa much firmer 
tone to the market.” 

Palm oil is offering on spot at 6%@7}<c for 
prime Lagos and 65gc for good red oil, although 
cable advices to-day quoted a firmer market 
abroad at Tc for Lagos and 64¢c for red oil for 
prompt steam shipment to New York. 





Animaland Fish Oils. 
As there is no cause for any change in 
market values under this head, previous quo- 
tations remain steady. A dull feeling charac-

terizes the general market, as the movement 
does not extend further than to fill the im- 
mediate wants of home buyers. A good ex- 
port inquiry is needed to stimulate the mar- 
ket, 

Sperm oil bas changed hands in New Bed- 
ford to the extent of 190 bbls for export at 
70@7lc per gallon. Information about the 
Arctic catch is expected soon, and it is 
awaited with considerable interest. Whale oil 
is without any fresh features. There is no 
crude stock in first hands, 

Mevhaden vil appears to be steady in price 
at 20@2lc for brown and good merchantable 
grades, at which figures 500 bbis. have changed 
hands on domestic account. Exporters are 
still in the market and negotiations have com- 
menced for additional lots to go abroad. The 
outlet for Menhaden oil is enlarging, one new 
source of consumption being as a linseed oil 
substitute, 

Whulebone is quoted about steady at $460 
for new Arctic, and is in moderate demand. 
All the old Arctic bone has been disposed of, 
the last sale being at $5 per ih. The total stock 
of bone is distributed as follows:

rs to be to await decisive developments, 
put it is also patent that there isa marked 
diminution in the numbers of the traders, 
many having abandoned petroleum alto- 
gether, while others only occasionally resort 
to the petroleum ring when stocks and other 
gcurities offer no inducements. The ranks 
of the professional scalpers have been thinned 
toan extent which scarcely leaves enough to 
give an appearance of life. Dealing in Buck- 
eye certificates bas been practically sus- 
nded, during three days out of the six not 
asale being made. The situation in the fields 
bas developed no change, the production 
keeping up to the nigh average reached last 
month, and drilling operations continuing 
active. As the deliveries continue unpre- 
cedentedly large, there is no change in 
the statistical situation, which is daily gain- 
ing in strength, and the indications now point 
to a reduction in stocks during October to 
the extent of from 150,000 to 200,000 bbls. 
The transactions during the past week show 
adecrease from those of the previous week, 
the sales footing up 232,000 bbls (186,000 N. T. 
and 46,000 B.), against 309,000 bbls for the 


preceding week. The clearances of the 
local exchange amounted to 488,000 
pois, against 930,000 bbis during the 


preceding week. The total clearances re- 
ported for the other three exchanges 
amounted to 2,575,000 bbls, against 2,536,000 
bbls for the preceding week. The highest 
price of the week was recorded on Saturday, 
when 8c wasreached. The lowest point 
of the week was 8Uc, and was touched on 
today. The opening price last Wednes- 
day was 80}4c and the close this evening was 
at 8c, showing a loss of 134c as the result of 
the week’s trading, while the extreme range 
of fluctuations for the week was 25c. The high- 
est price for Buckeye certificates was 20c, 
reached on five days, and the lowest was 
l%, touched Friday. ‘The opening price 
last Wednesday was 2c and the close 
this evening was at 197¢c, showing a decline of 
Ye for the week under an extreme range of 
variations of 3c. 

Inthe Millerstown district, Butler county, 
the Continental Oil Company on their farm 
are through the sand with their No. 4, and itis 
showing for a good well. At Bakerstown, 
Painter & Co., on the Alex. Hugh farm, are 
drilling the 30-foot and nave a strong flow of 
gas.

The 
Ringheisen has been delayed for several days 
by a serious fishing job, and from all accounts 
the old hole may be abandoned and anew 
well drilled, It is not very probabie, however 
that the firm will start a new venture on this 
farm, as the Rengheisen well was in the sand 
when the jars were broken, and it did not 
look very much like a paying venture 
at that time, The Hancock | -well, 
owned by the Enterprise Oil Company, 
toward the southeast, has developed the 
fact that there is very little oil in that direc- 
tion. The well may be shut in and the gas 
utilized. The Bear Creek Oil Company’s Mc- 
Clay farm well still shows considerable gas 
pressure, and unless the flow abates shortly no 
further attempt will be made to drill for oil, 
There is bardly any doubt that the Hart well, 
owned by the Kanawha Oil Company, is any- 
thing else but a first-class duster. Some dis- 
tance to the west of Wildwood developments 
is the Farmer well,on the Mrs. Brooker farm. 
It was reported that it had drilled into the 
sand and wasa paying venture. The produc- 
tion of the field is not much over 6,000 barrels 
a day. 
Wednesday, Oct. 15. 


The market opened dull and somewhat de- 
pressed at 8134c, and from this there was 
scarcely a variation until noon, when a bid of 
815g4c was accepted, making this the lowest 
price of the day, there soon following an im- 
provement on effortsto buy. As there were 
few sellers the market continued to stiffen, 
although the amount of oil wanted was small. 
The price finally reached 82c and at 
this figure the market closed, making a 
gain for the day of 4c under a range to quo- 
tations of 54g¢c. The sales amounted to 51,000 
bbls. There were no features of interest. No 
attention was paid to Buckeyes and only an 
occasional bid was heard. Nosale was effect- 
ed until late in the day when 5,010 bbls changed 
hands at 20c, at which the market closed. The 
Marshall Company and Harley well reach- 
ed the top of the sand but it will be several 
days before it will be far enough in to fully 
determine itstrue status. The Bear Creek 
Refining Company are three or four bits 
in the sand. As yet the well has shown no 
signs of oil, but is following in the wake of 
its predecessor, the Stevenson & Whitney 
gasser. The Enterprise Oil Company broke 
the jars and left the tools in the hole. The 
Kanawha Oil Company’s Hart well was 43 feet 
in thesand with no showing of oil. It is sched- 
uled asa duster. A careful estimate puts the 
production of the fleld at about 6,300 barrels, 
which is quite a decline within the past week.

Barnsdall & Co., switched off the rope in Zei- 
genhejim, No. 3, and left the tools in the 30- 
foot. The Forest Oil Company and Griffith’s 
No. 2, Whitesell, is making 240 barrels a day, 
while No. 3, Whitesell, has made 1,000 barrels 
in the last 24 hours. Barney Forstand Greenle 
have put the last string of casing in No. 12, 
Rolshouse.

The usual corporal’s guard of habitues clus- 
tered about the ring this morning, but they 
showed little disposition to trade, although a 
few bids and offers were made. As these 
showed considerable difference in the views 
of would-be buyers and sellers no business re- 
sulted until after noon when the tirst sale was 
effected at 817%c, tbus showing a decline of 3gc 
from yesterday’s closing figure. From this 
there was later a drop to 8l}¢c, at which the 
market closed dull and weak, there having 
been sales of only 6,000 bbls. Thers were no 
developments and no news of interest except 
from the producing fields, There were no 
transactions ia Buckeyes and yesterday’s fig- 
ure was continued as the settling price. The 
Hundred Foot Oil Co.’s gusher on the Humph- 
rey farm, Butler field, was flowing through 
two lead pipesinto a 250 barrel tank. The 
wellis their No. 4 on the Humphrey farm. 
It was drilled in early last week and was con- 
sidered of small caliber, It was given a 40 
quart shot, but there was no response until 
they were cleaning her out and she began to 
gas and spout oil and water the full of the 
casing. There was no oil saver at hand and 
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only one 100 barrel tank. Two two-inch lines 
were hurriedly connected, a two-inch plank 
placed over the hole and the tools lowered on 
the plank to hold it down. When it was 
“turned loose’ the flow went down over the 
hillside and into Big Creek. Two 250 barrel 
tanks were hastily erected and the pumps 
started to force the oil to Lockwood station, 
The well was reported as doing all the way 
from 100 to 400 bbls. anhour, The actual pro- 
duction could only be approximated, and 
with a liberal deduction for water she is prob- 
ably doing 100 bbis.an hour. This well, out- 
side of being the largest struck in the hun- 
dred foot field, will not cut much of a figure. 
To the southeast and west she is shut in by 
ma)l wells. A quarter of a mile to the north 
are two dry holes. Sizing up the whole situa- 
tion, the well at best can only be considered a 
freak.

Friday, Oct. 17. 
There was evidence of more interest this 
morning, but the opening sale at 81}4c showed 
a further drop of 4c. This, however, proved 


to be the lowest price of the day, probably be- 
cuuse there were no sellers under that figure, 
there being no bidding to keep the price from 
receding. The requirements, though light, 
proved sufficient to bring the price up to 
815g¢c, but there was a depressing tendency 
and the close developed no improvement, the 
final figure being 81}44c. This made a gain for 
the day of 4c, and the extent of the varia- 
tions was 3c. There were sales of only 38,000 
bbis. There were offerings of Buckeyes at the 
opening at yesterday’s settling price, but no 
buyers above 1934c, at which the first sale was 
effected. The offerings continuing, the opera- 
tors took advantage of the situation and 
helped to depress the market, the price drop- 
ping to 19c, from which there was a slight re- 
bound as the result of a few bids. During the 
afternoon only an occasional bid or offer was 
heard until near the close, when buyers 
brought the price up to 20c, at which the mar- 
ket closed making a gain of }4c for the day un- 
der arange of Ic. The sales footed up 40,0U0bbis. 
Avery important oil strike was made in the 
Hundred-foot field, Butler county, when 
Burtner & Co.’s well, on the Edward Shuster 
farm, three miles north of developments, and 
near the villaye of Mt. Chestnut, drilled into 
the third pay streak. It is estimated to be 
good for at least 50 barrelsaday. This opens 
upa large extent of territory, the greater 
part of which is not yet under lease. 
Wells have already been drilled on 
either side of the Shuster farm, but 
without good resvits, and the hope of tinding 
a northern outlet to the fleld had been given 
up. The great amount of salt water in the 
hole prevents the well from flowing, but it 
will be tubed and pumped. Colbert, Byers & 
Co.’s No. 10, on the J.C. Brandon farm, is drill- 
ing in excellent sand and will make more than 
an average well. Their No. 9is delayed bya 
fishing job. No.8 is producing 200 barrels a 
day, although thus far it has been found im- 
possible to clean it out since it was torpedoed. 
Steele & Co.’s gusher on the Humphrey has 
declined to 60 barrels an hour. The Jefferson 
Center Oil Company’s well on the Korn- 
rumph farm, in the Saxonburg field, is still 
holding up to 40 barrels per hour. During the 
past week it has averaged 1,200 barrels a day. 
It is believed that deeper drilling will materi- 
ally increase its flow, as the venture was only 
4 feet in the sand when drilling was sus- 
pended. Ligget & Haymaker have torpedoed 
three of their old wells during the past week 
with good effect. The production of their No. 
11 was increased from 30 to 150 barrels a day. 
The Forest Oil Company’s No. 8, on the Eli 
May, isin the sand and showing for a good 
well.

The market opened strong this morning at 
82c, being an advance of Ke over tie close of 
yesterday. It was claimed to be due tothe 
advance in refined, which took place two days 
ago—arather tardy response. The opening 
proved to be the lowest price of the day, there 
being a steady advance to 825gc, although only 
a small amount of oil changed hands, Shortly 
before noon there came offers to sell by 
those who had bought at the lower figures 
and sought to take the profit, but their efforts 
caused a rapid decline to the opening figure, 
at which the market closed, the total sules 
having been only 29,000 bbls. The news 
from the producing fields was somewhat 
conflicting, and this, doubtless, caused 
the holders to let go, fearing that a 
change on Monday would deprive them of 
the opportunity to realize a profit on their 
deals. There were no transactions in Buck- 
eyes and the settling price was officially an 
nounced as 20c, In the Wildwood field, Gar- 
rett & Co.’s Hancock well tapped the sand, 
which is of a good quality, but whether oil 
was found in paying quantities or not has not 
yet been determined. Harley & Co.'s Murray 
farm well is in the sand which is of a dark and 
coarse quality. The opinion of the majority 
of the producers is if the well finds a pay it 
will either be a limited well or a small gasser, 
The Bear Creek Refining Company’s well on 
the McClay is stiil showing an enormous 
pressure of gas,and further drilling is impos- 
sible. W.E. Griffith and the Forest Oil Com- 
pany venture on the Ringheisen still has the 
tools in the hole. It was rumored that Griffith 
& Co.’s Whitesell No.4 bad dropped in produc- 
tion to 60 barrels. The Kanawha Oil Company 
are firilling with persistency on their Hart 
farm well, notwithstanding the general belief 
that it is a dry hole. Barnsdall & Andrews’ 
well No, 2, on the Zeigenheim, made a slight 
increase in production and was doing about 90 
barrelsaday. The Roth Oil Company have 
started the drill in their No. 9 Harbush and 
the rigs for their Nos. 10and 11 are almost 
finished. Forst & Greenlee are near the sand 
io their No. 12 Ralsehouse,

The market opened strong this morning at 
8%{c, an advance of 3c, but there were 
neither buyers or sellers, in fact no business 
was accomplished, the ring being entirely de- 
serted, only occasionally would a dealer saun- 
ter up to the ring to ask for a bid or offer, 
and not always elicit a response. Late in the 
day afew bids were made and the price 
brought down to 81%c, at which the market 
closed, there having been sales of only 2,000 
bbls. There was no news which could be re- 
garded as favorable to either the bull or bear 
interest,and operators preferred a waiting at- 
titude, and this they seem to have acquired to 
perfection. There were no transactions in 
Buckeyes and 4c continued the official settling 
price. In the Washington fleld the Claysville 
Oil Co,’s No. 10, on the Gourley farm, is mak- 
ing 110 barrels. The Wheeler Gas Co.’s No. 1,on 
the R. 8.

REPORT OF BRITISH CONSUL AT STETTIN. 


Oil Seed.—Imported to Stettin by sea were 
22,126 tons of rape seed, of which there came 
direct from the East Indies 4,129 tons, trom 
Belgium 6,560 tons, and from England 5,841 
tons, together with 8,090 tons of palm kerneis, 
1,186 tons of castor oil seed, and 1,075 tons of 
other oil seeder; also 14,751 tons of linseed, the 
greater part of which came from Russia. The 
stock on hand of rapeseed at the beginning of 
the year amounted to 6,180 tons, which ip- 
creased by supplies of Indian seed via London, 
and was all used up in the oil mills by the end 
of April. Dearth of goods caused a rise of 
price in Stettin from 200 marks to 230 marks. 
Favorable weather caused the crops to be 
gathered early, and on June 25 the first of the 
vew supplies came intothismurket. Business 
was lively in consequence of dewands, not 
only local, but also for Silesia and Saxony; 
this increased the price, and by the middle of 
Juiy the price was at 250 marke to 610 marks, 
These high figures soon produced better 
offers, which puta etop to a further increase 
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of prices, and at the end of the year 290 marks 
were paid for inland seed, and 250 marks to 260 
marks for Indian seed. The inland seed was 
brought to market in excellent. condition, but 
was found to bo deficient in oil-producing 
qualities. 

Oil Cake.—By sea the import to Stettin was 
11,643 tons, against 8,514 tons in 1888. Export 
4,560 tons, against 5,793 tons in 1888, 

The sale of inland-made oil cake was during 
the year good, the price rising from 6 marks 
40 pf. to? marks 25 pf. 

Rapeseed Uil.—The year 1689 commenced 
with a small stock on hand of about 1,500 met. 
centners of rapeseed oil, at, for duty paid, 60 
marks 50 pf. per 100 kilos., and fcr bonded 
goods 55 marks 50 pf. per 100 kilos. 

Prices fell slowly from January; until the 
end of April they attained the lowest price of 
the year, 52 marks 50 pf. for duty paid oil. 
Although other markets showed still further 
weakness, local prices were maintained at 
this figure, never talling below it, and recov- 
ered themselves slowly but steadily, until in 
September 69 marks 50 pf. was attained. 
After this, however, a slight regression took 
place, caused by outside influences, to 65 
marks at the beginning of October, but by 
the end of that month prices had already 
again reached 69 marks, and by November to 
73 marks, but again dropped to 66 marks by 
the end of December.

ther supplies coming forward in April 


brought the price down, but the year 
closed at 38 marks bonded Italian, and 37 
marks 530 pf. for Malaga, owing to the small 
quantities in band. 

Sweet oil.—The import of sweet oil for 1889 
amounted to 193 met. centners against 265 
met. cwts. in 1888. No important rise or fall 
occurred in prices, which, throughout the first 
part of the year, remained betwen 60 marks 
and 70 marks for bonded gooda, according to 
quality. A slight rise took place iu Auwust, 
bringing prices up to 62 marks to 75 marks, at 
which figure they remained until the close of 
the year. 

Cottonseed oil.—By sea the import for 1889 
was 3,724 met. centners against 3,214 met. cwte. 
in 1888. Working in unison with English no- 
tices, prices at the beginning of the year were 
firm, opening at 28 marks for duty-paid goods; 
the small stock on hand was soon exhausted. 
On the arrival, in May, of the fresh crop, the 
price rose by 50 pf., but the upward move- 
ment in England soon made itself felt on this 
market; prices rose until by the end of Au- 
gust 8l marks were given on duty paid, and at 
this figure the market stood until the middle 
of October, when by large consignments from 
England and lower notices prices went back- 
ward, and at the end of November 27 marks 50 
pf. were paid, which price remained unto the 
end of the year. 

Palm oil.—The import of palm oll for 1889 
amounted to 33,530 met. cwts., against 20,634 
met. centners in 1888. Movements in the mar- 
ket here were a good deal dependant on Liv- 
erpool. The price for Lagos was 28 marks in 
February, but later fell to its lowest point of 
2% marks (duty paid) in June. During July 
andthe following months a steady increase 
took place, and by tho end of the year 27 
marks 50 pf. was paid on free goods. 

Palm kernel oil.— At the commencement of 
the year (1889) the notices for palm kernel oil 
stood 24 marks 25 pf., buta fall took place, 
until in Muy value was 22 marks i5pf. A bet- 
ter tupe in the Liverpool market, however, 
made itself felt bere,and by the middie of 
September 25 marks 6v pf. were paid, syandivg 
at that price until the end of October but by 
the end of the year prives again were at 24 

marks, 
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Cocoanut oil.—The supply of cocoanut oil 


during 1889 amounted to 4,932 met. cwt., 

against 7,453 met. centners in 1888, A further 
feeling was exhibited by the market here at 
the beginning of 1889, and prices opened at 33 
marks 50 pf. for Cochin in hogsheads, 30 marks 
50 pf. for puncheons (duty paid); and Ceylon, 
in hogsheads, 30 marks; in puncheons 29 
marks. These figures were maintained until 
the end of April. Lower notices in London at 
that time caused a fallof about i mark, at 
which they remained until towards the end of 
the year, when a rise brought them up to for 
Cochin 32 marks in hogsheads, 30 marks in 
puncheons; Ceylon, 28 marks in hogsheads, 
and 27 marksin puncbeons, 

Tallow.—Imports amounted to in 1889 to 
18,808 met. centners, against 6,783 met. cwts. 
in 1838. At the beginning of the year, for 
Russian yellow candle, 38 marks 50 pf.; white 
soap, 38 marks 50 pf.; Australian, 34 marks 50 
pf.; New York City 29 marks (all duty paid). 
By the end of December prime St. Petersburg 
yellow candle, 3 marks; St. Petersburg white 
soap, 36 marks 50 pf.; Australian, 28 marks to 
32 marks, according to quality; New York 
City, 28 marks (all duty paid). 

Olein.—The import of olein amounted to 
3,523 met. cwts. in 1889, against 1,982 met. cent- 
ners in 1888. The smallness of the stock 
made the market firm during the yeer. In- 
land olein, 25 marks; Nevsky, 56 marks (duty 
paid), the former maintaining that price until 
the end of June, whilst the latter stood at the 
same price until totally cleared off towards 
the middle of March. In November, the price 
for Nevsky was at 31 marks 50 pf. duty paid, 
closing the year at that price; whilst for in- 
land, during November, was paid 23 marks 50 
pf., rising in December to 24 marks, and clos- 
ing at same.

Linseed oil,—Of linseed oil, 18,697.met. cent- 
ners were imported from England, and 3,631 
met. centners from Zollverein ports. In keep- 
ing with the markets in England, prices here 
were firm; opened for English oil at 22m .75 pf, 
(duty paid), keeping at about this figure up to 

he beginning of May, with very slight marks 

avering. Higher notices from England up to 
caused better prices ia this market,and by the 
end of June 24 marks 75 pf, (transitu) was paid 
for Englisb oil. The dock strikes in London, 
however, suddenly stopped shipments from 
that port, and 26 marks 50 pf. (duty paid) was 
asked and given, ouly small stocks being in 
hand, but by the end of December had again 
fallen to 24 marks 75 pf. (duty paid) for ready 
cash without deductions. 

Train oil.—Of train oil during 1889, Stettin 
received from Norway an import of 14,806 
met. centners; from Demark, 6,666 met, cent- 
ners; from England, 1,567 met. centners. At 
the beginning of the year prices for Copenha- 
gen seal, 25 marks VU pf.; Berger, brown liver 
18 marks 5 pf.; light bright, 25 marks 50 pf.; 
brown bright, 25 marks 50 pf. (all duty paid). 
By the end of the year prices were for Copen- 
hagen seal, ‘7 marke; Berger, brown liver, 19 
marks 50 pf.; light bright, 24 marks 50 pf. 
(duty paid). 


Oil Mills.—The quantity of oil seed manipu- 
lated in Stettin is estimated at about 2%,000 
tons, of which amount the oil mills of one 
concern dealt with 7,833 tons, producing 2,808 
tons of rapeseed oil, with 4,700 tons of oil cake. 

Another oil mill worked up 11,200 tons of 
rapeseed, against 10.735 tons in 1888, and 
turned out about 4,000 tons of oil and 8,600 
tons of vil cake, 

Labor cost 78,000 marks (£3,842 7s): after July 
1, 15 pf. more per diem was paid to each 
laborer as compared with former years. 


Chemical Works.—The chemical factory of 
Pomerensdorf suffered somewhat during this 
year (1889,, but report, however, satisfactory 
gross earnings of 442,080 marks (£21,777 68.), 
and declared a dividend of 10 per cent.

There is no demand for opium except in 
small lots to supply the actual requirements 
of current consumption. At the same time 
there is no particular pressure to sell, and 
though prices are lower than they were 4a 
week agu, the fact is due more to the settling 
down of the market to actual conditions, 
pow that tariff matters have been defi 
nitely arranged than to any other cause. The

Quinine. 

The quinine market has been depressed 
owing partiy it is believed to an effort to 
cover short sales, and partly to the anxiety of 
some small holders to get out before the mar- 
ket should reach a lower level. There seems to 
beadetermined effort in some quarters to 
bear the market, but although the position is 
hardly as strong as it was a tow weeks ago, 
there is nothing in it to warrant the expecta- 
tion of a much greater declire in values. The 
early news from the bark sale today was of a 
character calculated to increase the despond- 
ency of weak holders. It was reported that the 
offerings of bark were heavy and that prices 
had declined, This, however, was subse: - 
quently contradicted by advices from 
other sources, which was to the effect that 
the sale had gone “ff at steady prices, three- 
quarters of the 1,600 bales offered being sold. 
Confidence was accordingly restored to some 
extent, and the closing quotation was at least 
4 above the price at which business had been 
done previously, It was rumored that a sale 
of 50,000 ozs was made within the week at 25e, 
and that a bid of “4440 was solicited by one 
holder.

the primary market. Cables to hand on Mon" ; 


day stated the committee of the union had 
decided to issue their prospectus promptly 
and not wait until the first of the month as 
previously announced, this in the face of the 
tight money market, indicates that the finan- 
cial problem as regards the union has been 
solved. Bleaching powder is higher and 
the same may besaid of caustic soda ash. Sal 
soda contiiues in light stock on the spot, 
while recent arrivals of caustic soda has re- 
lieved the market to some extent. In speak- 
ing of the Liverpool market under date of 
October 10, Messrs. P. R. McQuie & Son 
say: “Our chemical market generally is 
firm, though the volume of business is 
not excessive—a state of affairs due to 
the approaching consumation of the “Union.” 
Animportant meeting of the committee has 
lately been held, and it is stated that, not- 
withstanding all obstacles yet to be sur- 
mounted, the Leblanc alkali manufacture of 
the Kingdom will, on or before the first of 
November, become the virtual property of the 
United Chemical Company, Limited. The pro- 
posed diretorate is representative of the trade, 
andselected with a view to ¢fliciency and ex- 
perience, and it is hoped that such a powerful 
organization will deal gently with those at 
present dependent upon it for supplies. Ow- 
ing to continued good demand the price of 
caustic soda has been advanced to £11 10s per 
ton (71) for November and £11 5s for Decem= 
ber, but there is no change to report on next 
year’s minumum figures which stand as fol- 
lows: Bleaching powder, £6 lls per ton, f o b, 
in hardwood casks. Caustic soda, 7%, £11 per 
ton,fob,indrums, Soda ash (all grades) 134d 
per%,f0b,in casks. Chlorate of potash, 6d 
per b,fob,in kegs. Soda crystals, £3 5s per 
ton,fob,in barrels. Of course it is under- 
stood that the above prices are not guar- 
anteed,and that the directors will lower or 
raise them as they think fit.” 


Heavy Chemicals. 

Carbonated soda ash 48% of the various Liv- 
erpool brands continues scarce for prompt de- 
livery, Although thearrivals have been free 
they ure usually deliveries upon existing con- 
tracts. For shipments extending over balance 
of the year more inquiry is reported,although 
holdere are not disposed to offer too freely, 
at current prices for shipments extending 
over this fire.

way. There have been several resales on the 
Spot at 1 55@1 bc, as to quantity; also 50 tons 
due by vessel, at 150@1 55c as to quantity and 
make. Messrs. J. P. Brunner & Co. in speak- 
iog of the Liverpool market under date of 
Oct. 10, say: “Business in heavy chemicals 
continues to be restricted owing to scarcity 
of supplies, and on account of this scarcity, 
prices all round are well maintained.

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Manganese Oxalate. 

Mangarese oxulate—MnC,0, + 2H,0—ap- 
pears asa white crystalline powder, which is 
but very slightly soluble in could or hot water. 
According to John Casthelaz (132), it is de- 
composed, at 150° C, (302° F.), into carbon di- 
oxide, carbon monoxide and manganous ox- 
ide. The same decomposition takes place also 
in the presence of fatty oils, whereupon the 
manganous oxide dissolves in the oil and im- 
parts to it a strong siccative property; at the 
same time, the boiling point of the oil is low- 
ered, whereby almost colorless products may 
be obtained. These qualities appear to make 
manganese Oxalate a valuable agent for the 
preparation of drying oil3; better results are 
said to be obtained with it than with the sul- 
phate, borate or acetate of manganese.

Aniline oil and salts 
have continued to rule with firmness, and 
there is nothing of any moment selling for 
earlyshipment. Parcels for February delivery 
are quoted at 22i¢c, but with an order in band 
buyers could, without doubt, secure supplies 
at more advantageous figures. 

Alizarine red is quoted at former figures,but 
the other colorsare quoted a trifle lower, in 
consequence of the decreased duty. The 
trading has been moderate and unattended by 
any features. 

Albumen—The domestic blood has been in 
very fuir request, but no alteration in prices 
has been effected. The home market for egg 
has been very quiet and recent advices report 
a similar feeling abroad, but quote blooda 
trifle firmer. All grades are without special 
feature. 

Bichromate of potash--A fair jobbing busi- 
ness bas been in progress, with prices identical 
with a week ago, and a noticeable absence of 
items of interest. Bichromate of soda has 
also been in fair jobbing request and is quoted 
at unchanged rates. 

Cutch—The situation of this market has 
been peculiar, to say the least, and it is rather 
difficult to get at the exact status of prices, 
etc. Circular letters have been sent out offer- 
ing supplies at 6c, but it is asserted that these 
parties could not secure parcels at this figure, 
the lowest quotations for new cutch from 
dock being 6c, and sales of over 1,000 bales 
are reported at pt. There is an evident feel- 
ing of weakness predominant, however, and 
prices here are at least 12% under those ruling 
in the London market. There has been nothing 
doing in parcels for shipment, and asthis is a 
period of holidays in the primary market,it is 
not expected that anything of interest will be 
received from that direction for at least a 
week. Lower silver and exchange have con- 
tributed toward an easier feeling however. 

Dextrine— While the general quotations are 
5i4c, this figure is practically only nominal, as 
there are some cheap lots in the market, 
which were imported previous to the date of 
the enforcement of the new duty, and which 
are now offering at a reduced price. In conse- 
quence of this,the market is’a trifle unsettled, 
and the situation will not be bettered until 
the removal of these lots. The market abroad, 
according to recent advices from Anvers, has 
been very firm, in consequence of the higher 
prices of raw materials. The demand has been 
fair and jobbing in character. 

Divi Divi—Holders have had pretty much 
their own way, since we last wrote, and they 
have refused to part with stocks except at 
extreme figures. During the week there 
have been two arrivals, aggregating 285 bags, 
191 bags of which were sold at p.t., while the 
balance, up to this writing, had not been 
placed, being held at $60. In view of the high 
prices, buyers have simply supplied their ur- 
gent requirements. 

Dyewoods—There has been absolutely no 
change in the situation of the stick wood 
market. The arrivais have been limited, be- 
ing confined to 300 tons selected Cape wood, 
which were taken up at $28. The market has 
continued steady on the former basis, and we 
are unable tu record sny transactions beyond 
the above. Foreign advices quote the market 
firm. Extracts have continued to sell ina 
small jobbing way at extremely low prices. 

Gambier—The market has been without par- 
ticular interest, the trading being confined to 
sma)l jobbing proportions, probably 500 bales 
having changed hands during the interval at 
previous prices. The market may be called 
steady, though decidedly, not firn. Sales for 
shipment bave been made to a moderate ex- 
tent at unchanged figures. 

Indigo—The spot market has been quiet as 
regards traiing, though the tone of the mar- 
ket continues one of firmness and it is thought 


local market are rather limited and holders 
state they will not part with stocks at less 
than 1é4%c. There is little demand, however, 
and the market has been quiet. 

Prussiate of Potash —The principa) item of 
interest in this market,has been the announce- 
ment by the manufacturers of foreign and 
domestic varieties, of the prices for next year. 
The fact that all the makers announced their 
prices simultaneously, confirms the be- 
lief that there is an understanding 
orcombination among them. The price of 
the American, to those who use 15,000\bs, or 
over, will be 23c, while to buyers of a less 
quantity 4c more will be charged. The deal- 
ers in German are quoting 234%c for next 
year’s supplies and it is understood that the 
figure willalso represent the asking rates for 
Scotch. The continuance of the demand for 
spot parcels, has been the meansof keeping 
values for all grades at extreme figures and as 
high as 30c has been paid for suppliesina 
small way. 

Starch—A firm tone has continued to pre- 
vail for the various qualities and~stocks are 
notin abundance. There is said to be practi- 
cally no wheat starch obtainable and the price 
in carloads is now 534c, smaller lots being 
held at 6c. Potatostarch holds its own, prices 
being pretty well maintained. The demand 
bas been very fair, this being the season when 
contracts are usually consummated. 


Sumac—aA steady tone continues to prevail 
in the market for Sicily, while the usual 
amount of trade has been going forward. 
There has been nothing of fresb interest trans- 
piring and values are unchanged at $65 for 
spot supplies and $63 for shipments. The out- 
turn of the Virginia continues favorable, and 
samples which have been received during the 
week have been remarkably free from sand 
and altogether of a very satisfactory quality: 
Now that cooler weather is prevailing,the 
grinding isin fullewing. Prices are quoted 
steady and a sale of 10 tons at $47 50 net gives 
a fair indication of the state of the market 
as regards values. 

Tin crystals continue firm and some dealers 
are asking 1644c, but these figures, according 
to report, are being shaded, It is further said 
that contracts have been made to supply par- 
cels at less thun they can be obtained at to- 
day, and as a consequence, these contractors 
are losing considerably on their present deliv- 
eries. The new business has been unimport- 


ant. 
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New Proeess of Making Chlorine. 


The manufacture of chlorine from ammon- 
iacal soda is based on the transformation of 
the chlorides of calcium or magnesium ob- 
tained in the regeneration of ammonia or of 
the chloride of ammonia itself. In the last 
case the mother liquors from the manufac- 
ture of soda are evaporated, and as the chlor- 
ide of ammonia disengages the vapor of am- 
monia while evaporating it will be well to use 
a triple effect apparatus for the operation. A 
solid residuum of chloride of sodium and chlor- 
ide of ammonium results, and the two salts 
are introduced into appropriate apparatus in 
which the temperature is raised to about 300° 
C. The chloride of ammonium alone is then 
sublimsted, and its vapors are made to run 
through the pulverized gertificial bioxide of 
manganese, which is constantly stirred at a 
temperature of 300°. 

The chlorine from the chloride of ammo- 
nium combiues with the manganese; oxygen 
and ammonia are liberated, the latter return- 
ing to the manufacture of soda, together with 
the chloride of sodium, which was mixed with 
the chloride of ammonium prior to the gubli- 
mation. 

The chloride of manganese thus produced is 
mixed with an excess of bioxide of mangauese 
and nitric acid, 5y gently heating the mix- 
ture the chloride is freely liberated and a resi- 
duum of nitrate of manganese combined with 
bioxide of manganese and nitric acid in excess 
is obtained. 

By managing the operation carefully 90 per 
cent, and more of the chlorine contained in 
the chloride of manganese can be secured, 
while in order to avoid losing and trace of 
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ne a8 compounds are then formed from 

, plorine can easily be extracted. The

the ammonia is effected. It is by the chloride 
of manganese particularly that this process 
finds ite application to the Leblanc soda man- 
facture. The chloride of manganese ob- 
tained is evaporated to dryness and treated 
entirely as stated above. It must be noted 
that because of its molecular state the arti- 
ficial bioxide neutralizes almost completely 
the chlorbydric acid, which under the circum- 
stances is the bases of the whole process. 

It is also worth remarking that when, as in 
this process, chloride of ammonium is taken 
asa base, oxygen—in case the production of 
this gas should be considered—is obtained in 
the proportion of a quarter of a ton to every 
ton of chlorine.—-Chronigue Industrielle. 
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Different Views of Saccharin. 


It is amusing to note the varying views 
taken of saccharin by different governments 
andother authorities, says the Chemist and 
Druggist. In Bavaria it has just been decided 
that all articles of food or drink in which sac- 
charin is used as a sweetener shall be regarded 
asadulterated and their vendors prosecuted 
accordingly. The Russian government,which 
has hitherto admitted saccharin asa medi- 
cine, isabout to prohibit its importation en- 
tirely. In Belgium there is an enormous tax 
on the article, equal to about 75s. per pound, 
anda traveler from Germany was recently 
stopped by the Belgian customs officers and 
arrested for attempting to smuggle 40 kilos. 
of saccharin, on which the duty amounted to 
7,000 francs. On the other hand, the Austrian 
Supreme Board of Health has recently offici- 
ally pronounced saccharin to be free from all 
injurious effects, while the recommendation 
ofits inclusion into the Addendum of the 
British Pharmacopceia is a matter of recent 
history. 
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Oils of Mint and Origanum in Turkey. 


In the last number of the Revue Medico- 
Pharmaceutique, Mr. O. Boulonthian gives 
some interesting particulars of the essential 
oils of mint and origanum in Anatolia,in Asia 
Minor. Everyone who has lived in Constant- 
inople knows the Yaghdjis itinerant street 
vendors of small bottles of essential oils of 
origanum, anise, mint, cassia, cloves, sandal- 
wood, and of a number of quack remedies for 
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rheumatism, hemorrhoid balsam and so forth, 
which they carry on a tin tray. These 
yaghdjis all hail from the vilayet of Koniah, 
where the distillation of mint and origanum 
has been carried on for ages in the same old- 
fashioned way. The oils are distilled over an 
open fire, and the still used is exactly the 
same model as that employed in remote Turk- 
ish villages for the preparation of brandy. 
The villagers cut the plants and put them up 
in faggots or bundles which they throw into 
the contaiser and boil with water. The es- 
sential oil carried away by the vapor is col- 
lected by means of a feather. The plant 
from which the mint oil is distilled in this 
district isthe Mentha rotundifolia. It is ex- 
ceedingly aromatic and rich in essential oil. 
The latter, when pure, is of a greenish color, 
and has a slight odor of camphor. Itisalways 
slightly cloudy, and possesses a faint by flavor 
owing to the rough manner in which the dis- 
tillation is carried out. Of the two oils about 
600 or 700 okes (an oke equals about 234 lbs.) 
are distilled every year—so the yaghdjis aver. 
The oils are very rarely had in a pure state, 
but it is thought that if che cultivation were 
carried on with modern stills and ina more 
business-like way, the oilof mint might have 
a good commercial future. At present a 
large quantity is exported from Constanti- 
nople to Egypt, but the bulk of it is retailed 
in the manner descri’ed by the yaghdjis, who 
earry it all through Eur pean Turkey and 
Asia Minor. 
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; Quick Methods for Testing Tallows 


and their Substitutes. 

The Bulletin de la Societe Chimique de Paris, 
series 3, vol. ii., page 209, contains a paper by 
Mons. H. Taffe on some rapid methods for 
testing tallows and the solid fatty substances 
which are sometimes offered as substitutes for 
them. 

Ordinary tallow contains various fatty 
acids which are combined as glycerides, and 
it isa matter of common observation that 
these fatty acids are never found free in 
tallow, except in very minute quantities, 
owing to either the fact that spontaneous 
decomposition sets in or to the treatment of 
the crude fat, whilst hot. Stearic acid, how- 
ever, which is used so much forthe manufac- 
ture of candles, is not found in the combined 
state, but usually occurs free. Mons. Taffe 
recommend the following process for testing 
tallow and stearic acid;—Five grams of the 
suspected tallow or fatty substance are 
placed ina large crucible, a small quantity 
(10 c.¢c.) of pure olive oil is added and the 
mixture very gradually warmed. A drop of 
turmeric solution is now added, and the 
whole allowed to cool; the mixture is then 
titrated against caustic soda lye, care being 
taken to keep it constantly agitated. Any 
free acid found is reckoned as stearic acid, 
because the quantities of the other fatty 


acids likely to be present in a free state would 
be so small as to be negligible. 

The free acid in the olive oil employed for 
dissolving the fat must now be carefully es- 
timated. The oil is mixed with double its 
volume of strong alcohol, and then titrated 
against alkali in the ordinary way. The 
value of free acid found in 10c.c. of Olive oil 
must of course be subtracted from the total 
acid found by the first titration.
